PRINCIPALS 


Laura was raised in Highland Park, NJ. During high school, the coin bug hit her hard. Her trip to the 
1976 NYC ANA left a lasting mark and huge desire for her to own and handle the greatest rarities. 
While attending Monmouth University, Laura attended coin shows more than classes. After college, she 
started LSS RCI, a wholesale coin company. In 1986, she realized the need for a“better” coin retailer and 
teamed up in 1986 with George Huang to form Legend Numismatics. 


In 1996 Bruce Morelan became a partner and since then Legend has exclusively built or assisted in 
assembling this generation’s greatest collections. In 2012 Laura saw the need for a smaller, boutique 
auction firm, and created Legend-Morphy with Dan Morphy, whom she split with in 2014. Today, 
Laura is also a leading consumer advocate for coins. The passion has never subsided, and she keeps a 
beautiful Proof Walker on her desk to this day. 


Bruce started collecting coins when he was only six years old and by the time he was in high school his 
dream was to be acoin dealer. But life intervened and instead, Bruce went into business. By chance, 

he became Legend Numismatics’ financial backer in 1996. His great grandmother had given him three 
coins when he was young, one of which being a Trade Dollar, so he set out to build the finest Trade 
Dollar set. After a few years with ultra rarities, Bruce returned to his love of dollars and completed both 
a set of Gobrechts and a set of Seated Dollars. 


After selling those sets, Bruce recently returned to dollars with a new Gobrecht set and a spectacular 
early dollar set capped by his dream coin, the Amon Carter 1794 Dollar. Not many collectors can say 
they have completed not only the finest 1794-1885 Dollar Sets and have over the years owned such 
coins as two 1913 Liberty Head Nickels, an 1894-S Dime, 1876-CC Twenty Cent piece, 1827 Original and 
Restrike Quarters, 1838-O Half Dollar, two 1885 Trade Dollars and four 1884 Trade Dollars! 


Julie Abrams started in numismatics in 1986 when she joined up with Bernard Rome and launched 
Teletrade, the first computerized auction company. Teletrade developed a unique coin trading method, 
utilizing state-of-the-art digitized voice board technology to run live auctions before the advent of 

the internet. As President of Teletrade, Julie helped expand the company, increasing the frequency 

of auctions and expanding annual sales to $24 million within a few years. In 1999, GMAI, a publicly 
traded company, purchased Teletrade and Ms. Abrams became Executive Vice President of Sales for 
the parent company. Her job responsibilities included continuing her role as CEO for Teletrade as well 
as marketing to buyers and consignors, with the goal of maintaining a balance between inventory and 
sales while growing the business. 


In 2004 she joined Stacks-Bowers, an old world traditional auction house where she worked to expand 
their e-commerce presence, including the development of an online bidding platform for the firm. She 
also marketed Stacks’ programs to secure consignments from dealers and institutions such as banks, 
museums and universities. 


Julie is a member of the American Numismatic Association, the Central States Numismatic Association 
and Florida United Numismatists.

$1 1878-CC PCGS MS66 
Ex Westchester Collection. Vibrant cartwheel luster swirls on 
both sides. This GEM is very well struck Ms. Liberty's hair and 
headband are fully struck and boldly defined; the eagle’s breast 
feathers are also sharply rendered. A few tiny ticks are noted 
under close scrutiny, as is a very pale dusting of silver-gold tone. 


PCGS 308, NGC 224. This is a popular first year of CC mint 
Morgans, the start to a cool subset to the extensive series. These 
do not come much finer, only 34 are graded 66+ with a half 


dozen tied for finest at MS67. The last PCGS MS66 to sell brought 


$4,465 in June 2016, while an NGC example brought $4,600 in 


the same month. The CU Price Guide suggests a value of $5,300. 


While not the rarest coin in the Westchester Collection, do not 
overlook this gem. 


PCGS # 7080 | EST: $4,250+ 
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$1 1879-CC PCGS MS63 CAC 
Ex Westchester Collection, and housed in an OGH. Brilliant mint 
luster shows a somewhat PL texture in the obverse fields while the 
devices are more frosty. A very pale champagne-peach iridescent 
hue dusts the reverse, while the reverse is completely untoned. The 
devices are fully defined and Ms. Liberty's details are razor sharp. 
Even with the few minute ticks and giggles that are found under close 
inspection and account for the PCGS assigned grade, you will likely 
not find a more attractive example in this grade. 


PCGS 763, NGC 552, CAC 95. Clearly there is duplication in the 
PCGS and NGC data, as well as coins that do not meet CAC’s tough 
standards. The most recent PCGS/CAC example to sell in an auction 
brought $8,225 in February 2016, the low point in the market. In mint 
state, this is a popular semi-key date to the entire Morgan series, and 

in the CC subset, it is one of the keys. While the PCGS Price Guide 
lists this grade at $7,250 this one is destined for a fine collection of 
Morgan dollars, and we anticipate very strong bidding. 


PCGS # 7086 | EST: $6,250+

$1 1880-CC PCGS MS66 
Ex Westchester Collection. Very frosty mint luster is seen on both 
sides of this gem. Some typical weakness in strike is noted on Ms. 
Liberty’s hair curls and using a glass we do note a light scuff or 
two. Untoned, this coin is likely one of many thousands that were 
from the original GSA offerings in the early 70s. 


PCGS 827, NGC 602. The last MS66 to sell was an NGC coin, 
offered in July 2016 which realized $1,528 and in that same sale, 
a PCGS MS66 CAC coin realized $1,998. The CU Price Guide 
suggests a retail value of $1,950. 


PCGS # 7100 | EST: $1,250+

OGH. Ex Westchester Collection. SUPER DUPER and HIGH END! 
Every picky Morgan or CC buyer wants their coins to look like 
this. Superior surfaces are sleek and are super clean. using a 
really strong glass all you can find is a stray light line. The texture 
is satiny. A high voltage full booming luster really makes the 
snowflake white color blaze. This coin has never been messed 
with. Miss Liberty and the details are thickly frosted and have 
crisp full strikes. Her cheek is Super impressive clean. The eye 
appeal is tremendous! 


PCGS 183, NGC 175, CAC 41. The last PCGS CAC piece to sell 
in auction brought $6,909 in April 2015. We think this coin could 
enjoy strong bidding as it is that high end and is really fresh to the 
market. Be prepared! 


PCGS # 7126 | EST: $5,500+ 
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$1 1882-CC PCGS MS67 CAC EX CORONET COLLECTION 
Ex Westchester Collection. LRCA is PROUD to be able to offer 
this SUPERB GEM 82-CC again! It was last sold as lot 21 in our 
June 2015 Regency XII Auction, where it was described as: 


“This mesmerizing gem exhibits ultra high-end qualities. Aside 
from one tiny tick, this coin is an easy MS67+ or MS68! A Tull, 
booming luster shows off crisp, original white that mixes with a 
blush of gold. Miss Liberty and the details are frosty and have 
exceptional strikes. The eye appeal is tremendous!” 


PCGS 76, NGC 73, CAC 15. Only 3 coins have received higher 
grades at PCGS, two 67+ and a single 68, last sold back in 
January 2004 (it sold for $43,700 back then, and today probably 
worth nearly twice that!). This amazing GEM realized a strong 
$11,456 against an estimate of $7,500-$8,500. No CAC-approved 
example of this grade has sold since! If you missed this coin last 
year, now is arare opportunity to bid on it again! 


PCGS # 7134 | EST: $9,000+

Ex Westchester Collection. Legend Rare Coin 
Auctions welcome back this special “old friend” 
now one of the crowning pieces in the Westchester 
Collection of CC Morgans. It was purchased by the 
Westchester Collector direct from the Coronet Sale in 
October 2015. The catalog description: 


“One subset of the magnificent Coronet Collection 
are the terrific Carson City pieces imbedded within. 
This coin is a prime example of the superior CC’s 
selected for the collection by the Coronet Collector. 
This is quite possibly the finest 1883-CC. As you 
would expect, the surfaces are as as clean as you'll 
find on any 1883-CC. There are no real ticks, just 
a microscopic frost break or two, and overall, the 
surfaces look clean and satiny. A strong luster shows 
off original, undipped, creamy white surfaces. Miss 
Liberty and the details are fully struck and have bold 
frost. The cheek is amazingly clean and rounded and 
the eye appeal is jaw dropping! 


PCGS 5, NGC 0, CAC 2. This is the Battleborn coin 
that sold for $80,500.00 (8/12). This kind of quality 
and eye appeal warrants the Coronet Collector 
paying that price and we doubt you'll ever see a finer 
1883-CC. Good luck!” 


This coin has a more than reasonable reserve. It sold 
in Coronet for $79,312. Again we wish you Good luck! 


PCGS # 7144. Est: $60,000+ 
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$1 1884-CC PCGS MS67 CAC 
Ex Westchester Collection. Brilliant white swirling cartwheel luster 
radiates on both sides. The well struck devices and mint fresh 
surfaces display not a single mark or fleck worth mentioning. 
Indeed, the ONLY thing that appears on the coin that did not at 
the second this superb GEM was ejected from the dies is a tiny 
copper-colored toning spot above WE on the reverse. 


PCGS 106, NGC 170, CAC 27. The last time an example with a 
CAC “green bean” sold was back in April 2015, realizing $6,169 
and before that, the last PCGS/CAC coin to sell was in December 

2013, which sold for $7,050. Do not let the pops fool you, the 
CAC-approved examples to tend to stay in strong hands! 


PCGS # 7152 | EST: $5,500+ 
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$1 1885-CC PCGS MS66+ CAC 
Ex Westchester Collection. A very frosty GEM with only the 
slightest chatter and a complete and bold strike. Another coin 
that likely haled from the GSA releases of the 1970s. PCGS has 
graded 136 examples in MS66+. The last PCGS/CAC example 
to sell brought $2,820 in July 2016 (that coin had a dusting 
of golden-russet toning and was not blast white as here), and 
there is a record of $4,230 for an example sold in April 2016 
(all others since August 2013 have essentially sold in this 
range). The PCGS Price Guide is $3,750. 


PCGS # 7160 | EST: $2,250+ 
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LOT 9 
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$1 1889-CC PCGS MS64 
Ex Westchester Collection. One of the famous trio of 
KEY date rarities in the Westchester Collection, this 
example is about what you would expect in an MS64. 


The obverse has a few light marks, and lines. The 
reverse is very clean and borders full MS65 quality. 
Both sides enjoy a strong luster. The surfaces are an 

original creamy white. The obverse has a touch of 
gold. Miss Liberty and the details are very well struck 

and do stand out with gentle frost. The eye appeal 
is pleasing! Only 450,000 were struck, and most 

disappeared quickly into wild west commerce. Most 
often seen in circulated grades, these are RARE in 

MS64 and excessively so any finer. This is as high a 

grade as can be acquired by the advanced collector. 


PCGS 32, NGC 43. The current Collectors Universe 
Value is $90,000. A similar looking piece (also NON 
CAC) sold for $105,750 in June 2014. Do not be 
fooled by the pops, these are NOT easy to find in 
MS63 and higher. In fact only two coins are graded 
higher at PCGS, an MS65 and the remarkable MS68. 
Good luck bidding! 


PCGS # 7190 | EST: $75,000+ 
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$1 1890-CC PCGS MS65 
Ex Westchester Collection. Frosty mint luster blankets both sides, 
this is an untoned and appealing gem caliber example of this 
condition rarity. Under a strong glass we can find only the most 
insignificant tick here and there, nothing is distracting. Well struck 
with full details on Ms. Liberty and the eagle. 


PCGS 338, NGC 83. The highest grade examples are all graded 
MS66. The last MS65 graded by PCGS sold in July 2016 for $3,290 
and it had some light golden toning and was not as well struck 
as this one. The Collector’s Universe price is $5,100. Despite not 
receiving a CAC “green-bean” this coin is very eye appealing. 


PCGS # 7198 | EST: $3,000+ 


$1 1891-CC PCGS MS65 

Ex Westchester Collection. Billowing mint lustrous surfaces 
show ZERO signs of toning. The creamy texture of both sides 
is very pleasing, and there Is only the typical ticks associated 

with the assigned grade. We note the typical striking 

characteristics for the date, a little weakness is noted on Ms. 
Liberty’s hair curls above her ear, but the eagle’s breast is fully 
defined. This is NOT a VAM-3 “Spitting Eagle,” which accounts 

for a great number of the coins offered. 


PCGS 637, NGC 172. Conditionally rare in grades higher than 
the presently offered GEM, the finest for the date is a PCGS 
MS67. While the CU Price is $4,900, the most recent example 
in a PCGS holder sold for $2,820 in June 2016. A desirable 
coin, even without a CAC sticker. 


PCGS # 7206 | EST: $2,500+ 
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OUR ESTIMATES 


The estimates you see published in this catalog 
are just that: estimates. Keep in mind that a coin 
could be either low or high end for the grade, 
have stunning color or be dull, all of which 
radically affect a coin’s value. Yes, there can be 
huge price differences within a grade, and we 
offer estimates as a guide so collectors can have 
a better idea of value.

OGH. Ex Westchester Collection. Hey, hey! Look at 
what we have consigned. A SUPERB GEM totally 
original 92-CC. Love everything about this coin. The 
only “issue” we can find on the coin is a small scuff 
by the eye. Otherwise, the surfaces are remarkably 
pristine. In fact, a full megawatt booming luster shows 
off the cleanliness and a stunning satiny texture. Both 
sides are a booming frosty white. There is a hint of 
pale reddish gold by the outer rims only. Miss Liberty 
and the details are thickly frosted and have crisp full 
strikes. The eye appeal is awesome! 


PCGS 27, NGC 15, CAC 42, The last tecord tora 
PCGS CAC selling in auction brought $30,550 back in 
a September 2014 auction. The last NON CAC piece 

brought $22,912.50 August 2015. We expect a very 

hungry CC collector base to make this coin bring at 

least that. Do not be fooled by the pops, these are 

NOT offered with ANY frequency! If you have been 

looking for a SUPERB example look no further, the 

Westchester collector did the hard work and found 
this one for you! 


PCGS # 7214 | EST: $22,000+ 


SS EOE 
$1 1893-CC PCGS MS64 
Ex Westchester Collection. The final coin in the collection, the 1893-CC is a classic key to to the Morgan series, and always in demand 
as the final coin in the Carson City subset. Hints of reflective surfaces hide in the cartwheels that roll across the obverse. We do see 
some light haze, perhaps left over from an old dipping, mostly on the reverse in the devices. 


Due to economic hardships stemming from the Panic of 1893, the mintages of silver dollars dropped dramatically. The mintage of the 
93-S, the classic rarity in the series was 100,000; by 1895, only 12,000 were reported struck for circulation, although no non-PROOF 
example has ever showed up. The mintage at the CC mint dropped in 1893 to 677,000, down from 1,352,000 in 1892. The CC mint 

ceased its operations in 1893, ending a historically dramatic period in American numismatics. 


PCGS 552, NGC 198. Aside from being the final year for the mint, and a low (for the series) mintage key date, it is also conditionally 
rare. Only 35 coins are graded as MS64+, 13 examples are graded MS65 and a single MS66 exists (this coin last publically sold in 
our July 2013 auction for $161,000). In June 2016, a PCGS MS64 sold for $10,869, and there were three specimens in the April 2016 
CSNS sale that realized between $14,100 and $19,975. The CU value is listed at $18,500. Thus ends our offering of the Westchester 

Collection of CC Morgan Dollars. Good luck! 


PCGS # 7222 | EST: $10,000+ 


$1 1878-CC PCGS MS65 CAC 
A highly lustrous and well struck GEM. Light weakness at the eagle’s foot and lower wreath, otherwise Ms. Liberty and the details are 
fully defined. Untoned, we note a hint of reflectivity in the bold cartwheel luster. The cheek and the surfaces are clean and free of any 
distracting marks. 


Between PCGS and NGC there have been over 3,300 examples certified as MS65, but CAC has only beaned 152 examples. Not only

The star points are sharp and 
spidery, the hair curls are crisply defined, as are all the leaf 
and wing details on the reverse. Clearly this coin was lovingly 
stored since mintage, carefully put away and allowed to 
acquire a lovely patina that shows russet, orange, tan, gold, 
and azure hues which truly come to life in the light. What 
appear to be minor obverse scratches are actually mint made 
planchet adjustment marks. The highly reflective nature of the 
fields would have led to cataloguers of an earlier generation 
to ask “is this a possible specimen or presentation striking?” 
Today, we acknowledge the special texture of the fields, and 
the razor sharp strike, but it is an early striking for circulation, 
struck before the initial die polishing wore off. 


This is a great example for type set collectors, as Phil 
Flannagan agreed over two decades ago. This and the 
following two coins made up a partial silver type set of 1795. 
There are a good number of Mint State examples, but few 
have a nearly full PL nature to the surfaces. 


PCGS 42, NGC 25, CAC 8. There is likely much duplication 
in the PCGS Population and NGC Census, as it is unlikely 
that 67 distinct examples in MS63 exist, and that the same 
coin has been regraded, crossed-over, etc multiple times in 
an effort to get a higher grade. We can assure you that this 
coin, has not been to PCGS in 20 years, and was submitted to 
CAC by LRCA. The most recent MS63 graded by PCGS and 
approved by CAC sold in the July 2015 sale of the Kaselitz 
Collection, realizing $18,800. That coin, while quite attractive 
was not nearly as reflective as the Flannagan Collection coin 
offered here. The PCGS Price Guide suggests a value of 
$18,000, which is likely based off of the realized price of the 
above cited recent auction sale. For any serious numismatist 
putting together a collection of half dimes, an early silver 
type set, or just a “box of 20” special coins, take a look at 
this lovely half dime and bid accordingly. We would not be 
shocked if this coin brought above our estimate range!

The obverse shows a bold clash mark (as 
made) of the eagle’s wing under Liberty’s chin. There are a few tiny adjustment marks noted at the lower obverse rim, mostly struck out 
and only seen on the highpoints of the dentils. Struck using the O-121 die marriage, this coin could have a separate listing in the PCGS 
CoinFacts website, as it is a popular variety with the Y in LIBERTY punched over an extra star. Among variety collectors, this is a popular 
one to have in a specialized set. 


A prize coin in the Flannagan Collection, it was last auctioned in the October 1990 Superior Sale, where it realized $68,750 in an NGC 
MS63 holder. This coin was purchased by Phil in 1992. LRCA, upon consignment of this amazing coin, sent it to PCGS for crossover 
service. Prior to the Superior sale, this coin was lot 25 in Lester Merkin’s September 1968 auction, where it was from an “old Philadelphia 
estate.” This coin is the plate coin in Walter Breen’s Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial Proof Coins, 1722-1989, where he 
describes it as “The solitary coin nearest to qualifying as a presentation piece for the year... Though this piece shows no mirror like finish 
in fields, it was carefully positioned and given two blows in perfect alignment. As a result, it appears exceptionally high relief...” He goes 
on to say that this marriage, O-121 was the first variety of the year. The Philadelphia estate information Breen provides is ambiguous 
but adds some romance: “| am reliably informed that it came from an old Philadelphia collection of illustrious antecedents,” and he 
continues to speculate that “probably it was made on the occasion of first striking of half dollars dated 1795, just after the Feb. 14 
delivery of 18,164 halves dated 1794.” 


PCGS 6, NGC 11, CAC 2. This coin is finer than the Overton Plate Coin and ranks at the apex of the condition census listed in the 
reference. There are only seven examples of the entire date (spread across a possible 32 die marriages) graded finer by PCGS! It 
would be hard to imagine that any of the other MS63 examples have the same eye appeal as this CHOICE coin. The most recent 
PCGS-certified 1795 2 Leaves to sell in auction did not have the crisp strike that this coin does, lacking many feather details on the 
eagle. Even without CAC-approval, that coin realized an impressive $123,375 in July 2015. This coin, with its fully defined details, truly 
original Surfaces, exceptional eye appeal, and CAC approval, should bring considerably more. Prior to July 2015, the ONLY other PCGS 
MS63 example to sell at auction was the ex Norweb coin, which brought nearly $78,000 back in 2004! The current PCGS Price Guide 
value is $132,500, and it is very possible that that level will be exceeded when the early type specialists battle it out. Be sure to view this 
coin!

The star centers 
are fully impressed, and in the 221 years since this coin left the dies, it has been expertly preserved and lovingly 
cared for by generations of custodians. The fields show a hints of a subtle reflectivity when viewed under a strong 
light. Close inspection reveals only the slightest hints of contact, none of which are distracting or take away from 
the awesome visual allure of this example. 


Quoting from the original catalog description, the cataloger described this amazing bust dollar as follows: “The 
present coin ranks among the very finest of all extant 18th century United States silver coins. It is Choice Brilliant 
Uncirculated, sharply struck and with full mint lustre!...when purchased, the coin was described as a ‘blazing 
jewel. Fully struck with no adjustment marks. Incredible condition.” Those words ring as true today as this coins is 
being cataloged, as they did back nearly 40 years ago! 


PCGS 8, NGC 1, CAC 2. The most recent PCGS-certified example sold in June 2015, realizing $76,375, but 
that coin had splotchy multicolored toning and some very obvious adjustment marks on the central reverse. The 
other CAC-approved example last sold in the 2015 CSNS auction, realizing $141,000, and before that, it sold for 

$149,500 in the 2011 ANA auction. This coin has a similar look to that piece, and with the added desirability of _ 
having been off the market for decades and being truly fresh to the market, this, the Fairfield-Flannagan specimen 
should sell for a very strong price when it crosses the block. This coin is more even and lustrous than the MS63+ 
example that sold in March 2016 for $117,500 (not CAC). The PCGS Price Guide for MS63 is $130,000. Keep in 
mind that NO PCGS MS64 coin has ever sold in auction! It will likely be a long time, once this coin sells, before 
another stunning example of this date comes up for sale. Be prepared to bid liberally to add this important coin to 
your collection!

For many years the rarity of genuine 1796 half cents had 
been known, and as coin collecting gained in popularity 
in the mid-19th century, various medallists and die sinkers 
made copy dies and produced high quality reproductions for 
collectors to fill in holes in their cabinets. These early copies 
have traditionally been sought by collectors for well over a 
century. Some of these have had extensive research done 
and much information is known about them, others, like the 
currently offered Edwards Copy, little is actually known about 
them. What we know is they were either produced in New 
York or London and its first auction appearance took place in 
the April 1866 Woodward sale of the Hoffman Collection. It is 
thought that Edwards was Dr. Francis S. Edwards. There are 
approximately ten known examples and the presently offered 
MS66 BN is among the finest. 


PCGS 2, NGC 0. This coin was last sold for $22,425 in 
January 2012. The current Collector’s Universe price is 
$26,000. With genuine 1796 half cents being such major 
rarities that in GEM command high six-figure prices, the 
Edwards Copy allows collectors the chance to fill a hole in 
their cabinet with a high grade example of the date for about 
the same price as a PCGS graded Good-6!

York firm Talbot, Allum, and Lee. These were then cut down to the proper size and weight for half cents and 
struck into new coins. As mentioned, portions of the original coin is visible on this SUPERBLY preserved gem. 
Equally impressive is the fact that the provenance of this coin is traced back to the Edward Cogan May 1871 
auction where it was plated as lot 878. It was then in the Virgil Brand Collection then part of the Brand Estate, 
sold to Burdette Johnson in 1935, went through the hands of various intermediaries until it was placed into The 
Tettenhorst Collection (Missouri Cabinet). 


PCGS 1, NGC 0, CAC 1. This is among the absolute FINEST 1797 C-1 in existance. It is the highest graded as 
a BN, and only a single coin is graded as a 66 RB by PCGS (the Bushnell-Jackman-Foxfire-Pogue coin).
